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THE MARKET IN BAD HUMOR 


Bank of England Is Said to Have Tried 
to Keep Clear of New Consol Scrip 
—Short Credits Cheap — Belief, 
However, that a Difficult Half Year 
Is Ahead — Solid Business Shrink- 
ing.

-LONDON, June 30.—Our money market 
has been in a bad humor all the week. 
It thinks that the Bank of England has 
used it unfairly in charging 4 per cent. 
for seven-day advances, when money in 
open market was, up to midweek, under 
3 per cent. The Bank said that it would 
take August bills at a 3 per cent. rate, 
but the market answered Thank you for 
nothing, in most instances, and preferred 
to take seven-day loans at a higher rate 
as likely to be a less costly way of rais- 
ing money. Discount had been worked 
down to 24, per cent., or little better, and 
brokers could not afford to pay an extra 
one-half of 1 per.cent. for the rediscount 
of sixty-day bills bought at a figure se 
much finer. 


Various reasons are given for the hard- 
ness of the Bank’s attitude, the most 


fill its safes with the new consol scrip 
which was floating about the market un- 
placed to an extent little suspected. If 
this be the motive, the object sought has 
not been attained, for every day last 
week the Bank had to accept scrip 
against advances, and yesterday the 
pressure was as severe as on Thursday 
or Friday. 


Se much has been borrowed that the 
ordinary disbursements of the Treasury 
at the end and the beginning of the quar- 
ter for interest and other purposes will 
not by some millions suffice to enable 
the market to pay back what it has bor- 
_rowed. It counts, however, oma rush of 
cheapness from Monday onward, relying 
upon the extraordinary outlays of the 
Gevernment to pour ‘additional millions 
into the market. Accordingly, the discount 
rate, which scarcity of credits had lifted 
to 2% per cent., fell back yesterday to 
25% per cent., and the banks were buying 
from brokers at one-sixteenth of 1 per 
cent. below that fraction. 


I doubt whether we shall have more 
than a few days of cheapness in short 
credits. There are too many disturbing 
elements both at home and abroad to 
warrant an expectation of settled ease. 
My impression is that we are now to en- 
ter upon one of the most difficult half 


; 


years our market has encountered since 
1890, and considerable nervousness un- 
doubtedly has been excited in high quar- 
ters by the news of bank failures on the 
Continent and in the United States. It 
is not so much that people regarded the 
catastrophes which actually occurred as 
aerious in themselves as that their hap- 
pening fed the already existing. feeling 
of apprehension about the future. 

Looking at our own market alone we 
see business of a solid kind shrinking to 
proportions, quotations fall- 
ing almost uninterruptedly for all our 
best classes of stocks, railway traffic 
stagnating or declining, and the trade re- 
ports becoming more pessimistic. That 
something will come out of all this in the 
way of mischief is common opinion. 

Yet in some respects the European 
markets look stronger than they were at 
this time last year. Every Continental 
State bank of importance except the Im- 
perial Bank of Russia is richer in bullion 
than it was twelVe months ago, and so is 
the Bank of England. Should further 
trouble develop, every country ought 
therefore to be better able to cope with 
it, but I cannot find this view current, 
least of all among those acquainted with 
the position of credit in Germany, Rus- 
sia, and Belgium. 

France stands apart, although not 
without troubles connected with many 
of her investments, domestic and Rus- 
sian. Losses to Belgium and France in 
Russian enterprises during the last few 
years must exceed £30,000,000, and on 
top of this must be laid, for France, a 
serious waste of capital in abortive home 
enterprises, But France can stand it all 
and smile, we are told. It is not really 
France, others say, that has suffered, 
but the half-and-half financial class. 

Time will show how far this is true, 
but our market is liable to be apprehen- 
sive lest France should take her money 
home, and it is actually fearful that a 
further German collapse should involve 
credit troubles here. 

There are considerable lumps of the 
Leipziger Bank’s paper in London, but 
the holders are strong and can stand any 
loss that may accrue, Such, leastways, 
is the opinion generally emitted.
